Councillors of the Municipal Dis¬ 
trict of Royal held their first meet¬ 
ing since election day in the munici¬ 
pal office, Vulcan, on Friday, March 
13th, at 2 p.m. At the meeting the 
mill rates were struck for 1936. The 
municipal rate was set at 5 mills, a 
reduction of 1.5 mills over last year. 
Hospital mill rates were set at 2 mills 
for the Vulcan Municipal Hospital 
District and at 1.6 mill&_ for the 
High River Municipal-Hospital Dis¬ 
trict. Mill dates for some 23 school 
districts within the municipality were 
struck. All councillors were present,

It is the futility of it all that depresses us. We know 
that the old man is able to whisper them back at will, that 
-next year he will be making, fancier slingshots which 
they cannot resist, and that notrung will ever beat him 
but the victims themselves. Next year and next year and 
next year again, -our mother’s 'dignity and Safety will be 
endangered by these feuds. What can she do ? It is all 
very sad, and perhdtis saddest of all for us, because we 
have such a different idea of life and happiness on our 
street.

OUR MOTHER’S STREET 

T here is a great difference in neighborhoods. Our mo¬ 
ther, for example, h^s a very lovely home, but it is locat 
ed in a very unhappy, contentious ne ghborhood. The peo 
pie surrounding her are quarrelsome and distrustful, 
■seeking to involve our mother in all neighborhood squab 
Jb.es. She is much attached to her home, but we-wish we 
could persuade her to move over to our street' where we 
<eem to be much too busy to be bothered with neighbor 
hood feuds. Or if she cannot be persuaded to move, wt 1 
wish she would transfer her social interests to our street, 
instead of feeling such concern over those people with 
whom she has long been associated. 

They are very peculiar people over on mother’s street 
enjoying more than anything, outsmarting each other 
From this distance we are unable* to decide who is tp 
blame for the dissensions. There is so much gossip and 
stealth. 

Hack in a swamp, behind our mother’s street, there 
lives an evil-eyed, daw-fingered old man who wields tre 
■ nendoes influence over all on the street. He lurks in the 
shadows, weaving sling shots from the unspeakable tor¬ 
ture of human beings. His every breath is poison. He 
whispers, whispers, to his fascinated victims as he per¬ 
suades them to buy his fancy sling-shots.,When he sells 
one to one neighbor, he can sell two to the next neigh¬ 
bor, and his evil eye is upon them all. At this distance 
one would say he should be hanged to the highest tiW, In 
order that the street might be released from his furso 
But unfortunately he is related to all the families on 
that street. Unfortunately he is also related to our mo¬ 
ther. So he lurks there, chuckling, whispering, breeding 
hate and horror. 

Every once in a while neighborhood feuds break out in 
a real free-for-all, and the air is filled with stones and 
fury. They tear across each other’s yards demolishing ev¬ 
erything in reach. They destroy things, that have taken 
years to build. Then when they-are completely exhausted 
they lie down in the wreckage and talk about how brave 
they have been and how they have suffered. But at this 
distance we feel they must enjoy it, else why do it ;< 
often. Of course, having devoted so much time and en 
ergy to smashing things ami letting provisions run out 
they get very poor. They are forced to a great deal of 
borrowing which is" carried on quite airily without mucl 
thought of repayment. Pretty soon they begin piling up 
aims all over their yards, to mark spots where mucl 
lamage has been done or where numbers of the family 
*vere laid out. But apparently they forget very quicklj 
vhat these cairns represent. 

When they get back their strength’they start to clean 
ip a bit. but soon tire of rebuilding, and grow curious to 
’ ec "hat new sling-shots the old man in the swamp is 
turning.out. His vims is in their blood, and despite all 
igrecments to keep an orderly neighborhood, they steal 
back to listen to his whispers and drink his brew. Then 
they are at it again, sweeping our mother into the tide of 
their new furies. , 

Now [s that a nice neighborhood for our stately nioth- 
i . So long ps she lives there she can scarcely escape be¬ 
nt? involve d, and her own yard invaded. 

The most curious thing is that many of the . younger 
members of all these families have come to live on our 
street. We have taken them into our home, and have 
found them amiable, industrious and well-behaved. Wr 
appreciate their qualities and value them. They .earn 
to play with less-dangerocs things than slingshots, and 
seem to enjoy living-in peace, building instead of-de¬ 
stroying. 

Rut the situation on oiur mother’s street puts us in a 
bad spot. Filial duty seems to demand tlpit we rush to 
help her barricade her vard, although she does not ask 
it of us. With filial respect we accept her, viewpoint of 
the neighborhood row, and pile into it without any vital 
urge to he in it at all. As we smash and bite and hack, we 
n,,t tn "'°nder what it’s all about after all, and what 
we are doing over on that street anyway. Then when it’s

Although no great publicity has been given of late to I 
the Farmer-Creditor Arrangement Act and its operation, 
many thousands of settlements have been made under this 
act, and the appeals for aiTangem^nt under its terms eon- 
-inue to pile up. 

There is every evidence that lower rates of interest 
nust be accepted generally, and in fact are being ac- 
epted by creditors to a greater extent than is realized. 
Many of the arrangements have come about because of 
.he existence of the Farmer-Creditor Act. Only a fraction 
of the cases have come before the Board of Review, 
thousands have been settled through the official receivers 
ind a great many more settlements have been made by 
mutual,arrangement without the intervention o'f receiv¬ 
ers or courts. There seems to be an unofficial accept- 
tnce of conditions on the part of those desirous of con¬ 
tributing to the stability of the farming industry. 

There would undocbtedly be less' readiness on the part 
of creditors to face the depressing facts of fanner limi- 
.ations .if it had not been for the Farmer-Creditor Act. 
It cannot be confused with the Provincial Debt Adjust¬ 
ment Act. The latter provides no settlement, but mere¬ 
ly postpones settlement, which is unsatisfactory to all 
parties concerned. The federal law at least faces situa- 
.ions squarely, and offors a basis of settlement which 
the farmer must fulfil, because in almost all instances 
the creditors have had to take a loss. 

Bankruptcy and foreclosure are to' be avoided if pos¬ 
sible in respect to farm mortgages. For one thing about 
me-fifth of the farm population of Canada is involved 
n debt. If any large proportion of these farmers were 
removed from their farms, the prospects of replacement 
are very poor. There are no adequate numbers of quali¬ 
fied farmers to replace these men, and there is no secur¬ 
ity that they would do better. In any concessions which 
might be given, in any lossses which might be agreed 
to, the farmer-already on the place should in .most in¬ 
stances he given the preference. 

I'he aggregate of farm debt is too startling to ignore, 
and the impossibility of paying prevailing interest rates 
inder current and probable farm prices is also tod ob¬ 
vious to ignore. 

Moreover it has been stated by members of the Board 
if Review that ranchers and dairymen have been much 
larder hit than grain farmers and have been battling 
igainst overwhelming difficulties in carrying on. The 
nost discouraging factor in the whole problem of contin- 
led operation has been the interest rates which have 
•ome no relation to earnings. These must be lowered if 
those engaged Yn livestock and agriculture are to continue 

NEWSPAPER DEVELOPMENT 

The development of our modern, up-to-the-minute news 
taper, from the primitive smoke signals of the aborigines 
to the organ of great national importance of the present 
time, has been verv gradual. News was first spread by 
von I of mouth as gossip is to this day. The town crier 
vas perhaps the first distributor of news. With the in¬ 
vention of printing, the progress made was compara¬ 
tively rapid. 

\\ ith the beginning of Reuter’s News Agency in 1847, 
the press association came into being and 'modern jour¬ 
nalism began. Today the people of all countries are in 
close touch with one another. What happens in Canada 
today is known on the other side of the world tomorrow. 

Canada’s first newspaper came into being in the year 
1752, John Bushel! establishing the Halifax Gazette in 
that year. Among the United Empire Loyalists were 
many who had a knowledge of the printing trade. With 
their coining the printing business was speeded up, and 
Tram then on, with the steady growth of our population 
the number of newspapers has had a steady climb. 

There are, according to recognized authorities, about 
1,100 newspapers printed in Canada at the present time, 
either daily, semi-weekly, tri-weekly or weekly. Therefore 
it would be safe to assume that most of Canada’s annua' 
consumption of over 200,000 tons of newsprint is utilized 
by her whirling newspaper presses.

Earl Beatty, former Admiral of 
the British 7 fleet, died on March 10 at 
the age of 65 years, following an ill¬ 
ness of several weeks. He was one of 
the few .remaining great war heroes 
of the British admiralty, and suc¬ 
ceeded Admiral Jellico as Comman¬ 
der of the fleet in. the North Sea in 
1916. He is described as “a grim per¬ 
sonality, a cold and calculating fight¬ 
er, inspiring confidence rather than 
genial, more dour than breezy.” 

His name was immortalized in the 
battle of Jutland, "in which he won 
the devotion of all ranks of the ser¬ 
vice. In person he received the sur¬ 
render of the German navy. He com¬ 
manded under Kitchener in the Su¬ 
dan compaign of 1896-98. He was in 
the Boxer situation in 1900. In 1911 
he was made naval secretary, and

festation this summer. 

Hoppers may be expected in three 
areas, namely, from Three Hills to 
Munson, another centring on Young¬ 
stown and a third at Cowley- / 

Areas of known severe infestation 
which may or may not develop to no¬ 
ticeable extent are from Monarch to 
Nobleford, from Carmangay to Cham 
pion and another centring on Nanton. 

Turning attention to the \yheat 
stem sawfly a warning is issued that 
in recent years this particular pest 
has moved from northern and centrtd 
sections of the province and may be 
expected in increasing numbers south 
of the Bow River during the coming 
season. 

Worst infestation of the pale west¬ 
ern cutworm is expected to pccur in 
the areas from Lomond to Monarch 
and southeast to Milk River; Schuler 
to Alsask and west to Sunnybrook 
and Brooks. 

In event of a dry season the cut¬ 
worm invasion is expected to cover a 
wider area, extending westward.

It was moved by Reeve Bennett and
